And the Glory of Children are their Fathers. 
Children's Children are the Crown of Old Men, 
and the Glory of Children are their Fathers. 


| Oſt of theſe Proverbial Sayings have their 
Senſe Abſolute and Independent : they 
bave ſeldom any Reference to what pre- 

cedes, or follows 3 we need not enquire 
after a Connexion of em. They have been compar d 
to ſtrings of Pearl, or other Jewels; that have their 
Symmetry and Order, and yet are all Looſe from One 
Another: And again compared to the fixed Stars in 
the Firmament, that make up a more united Glory 
by moving and ſhining at a ſtated Diſtance. 
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We muſt take therefore this Verſe, and the very 
Parts of it by themſelves. Children's Children are the 
Crown of Old Men, i. e. It is the Comfort of Aged 
Righteous Parents to ſee their Children, and the nu- 
merous Iſſue of them, thrive and proſper in the Ways 
of Piety and Virtue. And then again, The Glory 
Children are their Fathers, i. e. It is a Credit and Sup- 
port to Children, that they are deſcended of Honeſt 
and Religious Parents; Happy by Inheritance, with. 
a Birthright to God's Bleſſing. | 

The Glory of Children are their Fathers, An Obſerva- 
tion of the Wiſe Man, not unſeaſonable to Repeat, to 
Urge, in this Aſſembly. We meet, my Brethren, in 
a near Relation. We meet as a more eſpecial Hon ſbold 
al. 6. 10. of Faith; as a Holy Seed; as a choſen Generation; a 
Pet. 2-9* Royal Prieſthood ; a Peculiar: People. We meet here, 

not to boaſt of our Parentage ; yet not to be aſham'd 
of itz to Recogniſe it, to Reverence it, rather to 
Aden... 

We here aſſert the Liberty of all Orders and Degrees 
of Mankind, and vindicate their common Title to Ho- 
nourable Marriage. We here trample upon that Toak of 
Impoſed 2 which neither We nor our Fathers 
were oblig d to Bear. We here wipe away that Pre- 
tention of our Adverſaries, that a Married Clergy 
can never provide for their Families; but muſt leave 
them expos'd to Poverty and Ruin. We here con- 
fute that other Calumny of Profane Men, that the 
Sons of the Prieſts are a Reproach among the People. 
We are All here Preſent before God to Declare, to De- 
monſtrate, that in our Chriſtian Iſ-ael, the Sons of 
Aaron and Levi have a Lot and an Inheritance not to 
be deſpis d: The Lord 3s their Inheritance. In a Word, 

We meet here to comment upon this Text in our own 


Cha- 
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Characters, and to illuſtrate the Truth of it by our 
own Examples, that the Glory of Children are their 
Fathers. 18 1 By 1 
How far in Nature, (i. e. in the Divine Inſtitu- 
tion of Cauſes, and their ordinary Effects) the Good 
and Evil of Little Ones are derived from their Parents, 
need not be nicely ſtated. We know, that in the 
Traduction of all kinds of Being, there go along 
threads of Life of the ſame Subſtance and Contexture 
with that material Clew, from whence they are 
drawn. In the common road of Nature, a good Tree 


bringeth not forth corrupt Fruit, neither doth a corrupt S. L. 


Tree bring forth good Fruit. Of Thorns Men do not ga- 
ther Figs, nor of a Bramble Buſh gather they Grapes. 
Much more do Animals partake of their own Origi- 
nal: The Horſe and the Mule can have no Underſtand- 
ing above the Beaſts they come of; and ſome Infe- 
ction will always ſtain the Gexeration of Vipers. And 
indeed the Similitude of Animals in the Race deſcend- 
ing on, is a wiſe Law of God in the Conſtitution of 
the World. For were it not fo, the different Species 
of Creatures would by Degrees diſſolve; Confuſion 
would blend the Maſs of Life; and every new Gene- 
ration would ſee a new ſet of Monſters. | 

It is true, the Soul of Man is of a more ſeparate 
Nature, and has a Nobler deſcent from Above. And 
yet, as God-may well adapt every Soul to the Earth- 
ly Veſſel for which it is prepared: ſo the Operations 
of that Soul will ſo continually depend on the Or- 
gans of that Body; that as the Animal Part is more 
courſe or fine, the Rational Part will dull or ſharpen 
with it. What is All Nobility, but the ſuppos'd Effect 
of this Principle? What Ornament in Royal Blood it 


Telf, but that the innate Excellency of Spirit is tranſ-

mitted down; and Generoſity and Grandeur keep in 


Nature's uſual Courſe ! Not only the Continuance, 


but the very Creation of Mankind had ſomething of 
this Hereditary Honour. Why elſe ſhould God ſay 
in the Beginning, Let us make Mam in our Inrage, after 
our Likeneſs? So God created Man in his own Image, 
in the Image of God ereated He him. And it is upon 


the ſame Notion of a Filial Reſemblance (or what- 


ever the more Spiritual Meaning be, yet I ſay it bears 
Allufion to this Senſe ) that the Son of God manifeſt 


in the Fleſh, is called the Brightneſs of his Father's 


Glory, and the expreſs Inrage of his Perſon. ; 

Not that in the Deſcent of Families, God permits 
Nature to have an unerring Courſe ; For then Natyre 
would be thought God, or at leaſt we ſhould look no 
higher. Alas, no ſecond Cauſes can be Infallible. 
The Almighty often breaks the Chain of Uſual Events, 
to aſſert his Prerogative of governing the Univerſe. 
He ſtops or turns the ordinary Streams of Life. The 
wiſeſt Fathers ſhall ſometimes leave their Inheritance 
to Fools; nor can Piety and Virtne be more cer- 
tainly entaild. A Rehoboam may be the Son and 
Heir of Solomon. A diſſolute Commodus may be 
nothing Allied to the Soul of his Royal Father. And 
to compenſate for this. inequality on the wrong ſide; 
at other times, the Waters ſhall riſe as it were above 
the Fountain Head ; the Merit of the Children ſhall far 
exceed that of the Parents : As among the good Kings 
of Judah, Hezekiah and Joſeah, One was the Son of 
Wicked Abaz, and the other of Amon. Even different 
Branches have often ſprung from the fame Root ; 
Titus and Domitian Brothers, He the Delight, and 751 
the Odium of Mankind. And all theſe Varieties to 
expreſs the manifold Wiſdom of God, who can ſet 


bounds 
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Bounds to Nature, and can divert or drie up her 
mighty Streams. 


But this Part of the Subject does not ſo directly 


ſtrike upon our preſent Thoughts. We, my Brethren, 
are related to a Parentage, that we care not to be 
called Great, but Good. Nobility of Birth and digni- 


fed Bloud, we'll leave theſe to the higher Souls, who 


adorn our Courts, and guide our Counſels, and tri- 
umph in our Fleets and Armies: Their Honourable 
Deſcent will be a proper Glory to them, while they 
tread in the Steps. of their worthy Anceſtors, and en- 
rich the old Blood in their own purer Veins. I ſay, 
we'll confine our Thoughts only to good and righteous: 
Parents; Such 1 hope as Ours were; We'll conſider 
the Benefits of being born and bred within the Fami- 
lies of the more immediate Servants of Chriſt, to ſo 
much Honour and Advantage, that if we do not ſad- 
ly degenerate, we may look back upon our Fathers, 

as the Glory ry of us Children. 

We'll confider only thefe few familiar Reaſons. 

« Firſt. Our being Born of = Parents does 
« ſuppoſe our — Bred up to the more Piety and 
« Virtue. 

« Secondly. It will infer a Natura] Inclination in us 
* to imitate the good Example of our Parents. 

« Thirdly. It will imply a Tenderneſs and Care to 
keep up the Honour of that Holy Order, from 
* which we are deſcended. | 
And /aftly. If our own Sins do not hinder, it will 
< Entitle us to that peculiar Bleſſing, which God has 
« entailed upon the Children of Holy Parents.

Let us remember, that our being born of 
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As Native Air often 7 complexion and other ſigna- 
tures of Body; So I think the Native Houſe or Family 
gives a much greater Tincture to the Mind, and to the 
Diſpoſition of the inward Frame. That Ingenuity of 
Birth which the Romans valued, was not an abſtracted 
Notion of being barely born Free; but it included the 
being Bred well and wiſely, under an Antient Roof of 
Honour and Virtue, redeem'd and preſerv'd from Vi- 
tiouſneſs and ſervile Temper. For what Alas is the 
Birthright of a generous Offspring, if they are train 'd 
up in a looſe and diſorder'd Family? If the Maſter be 
too great for domeſtick Cares, and the Lady be above 
the Buſineſs of her own Children? If they, forlorn 
Creatures, muſt be given up to Hirelings and Strangers; 
or expos d too long to the indulgence of Women, an 
the infection of Servants; to every ſort of idle Fancy 
and of ill Example? What then is Birth, but the Pri- 
vilege of being Ruin d? i e 
But how happy is it, when the Lot of Children 
falls in a ſober pious Family, in a fair Land, yea in a 
goodly Heritage; where the conſcientious Parents are 
a Nurſing Father and Nurſing Mother to the Infant 
Souls; where the Little Ones draw in the Principles 
of Religion as it were with their Milk and their Breath; 
and inſenſibly grow up in Grace and Goodneſs. Such 
may we preſume to have been our Native Happineſs ; 
We were born Inheritors of Religion; within a Pecu- 
lium of Holineſs; a Sort of Sanctuary; a Habitation 
of God's Miniſter, who being ſet Apart to ſerve at his 
Altar, would continually make his own Houſe a pri- 
vate Temple. | Fe 
We remember that the government of a Family was 
a Duty of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons, as preparing 
and qualifying them for the Service of the 3 
| e 
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The Apoſtle laying down the laudable properties of a 
good Biſhop, deſcribes him as the Husband of one Wife ; 
One that ruleth well his own Houſe, having his Children 
in SubjeFion, with all grevity.. If by Elders in every 
City we underſtand the Presbyters, He puts in the ſame 
condition that Every one of them be blameleſs, the 5 
Husband of one Wife, having faithſul Children. And Titus 1.6. 
when he comes at laſt to diſtinguiſh the Deacons, He | 
provides too for the ſame Oeconomical Virtues ;; 
that they be the Husbands of one Wife, ruling their i 
Children, and their own Houſe well. As if all the Or-“ Tim. 3. 1 
ders and Degrees of the Evangelical Miniſtry were to (| 
begin at home, and by well governing their own if 
Houſe, ſhould approve themſelves fit Governours of | 
the Houſe of God. For ſo runs the Argument from an 
incapacity in One Caſe to an incapacity in Both. 
I Tim. 3. 5. For if a Man know not how to rule his own 
Houſe, how ſhall he take care of the Church of God? That i 
Church which is expreſly called o ew Either the | 
Houſe or the Family of God; and that Miniſter who [ 
18 directly the O the Steward or Comptroller: 4 
of that Houſhold. That Church which again is the 
O:xeSo) £47 the Structure or Building of God; and that 
Miniſter again, who is the om ud the Builder, and 
even Aexixley the Maſter Builder. Now a Steward 
muſt be found Faithful within his own Doors, before 
he can execute the Truſt for any other Family: And 
a wiſe Builder will ſupport his own Houle, before he 
pretends to lay any other Foundation. ; 
It has been indeed a foul Objection in our Ad ver- 
ſaries Mouths, that Many of the Sons of the Clergy 
have proved Diſſolute and Profane Men. It may be 
ſo: For to fall from a Religious Education is Apoſtacy; 
the Apoſtate may be worſe than the Original Stranger

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; unto God. A Julian ſhall exceed all Heathen Emp 
rors in deriding the Croſs, becauſe He pies from his 
near Relation to it. Our Malmsbury Leviathan was 
the Son of a Divine, and muſt have been in a State of 
Apoſtacy, when he learnedly labour'd to pervert all 
the Principles of Morality, Religion, and Civil Govern- 
ment. But when this Reproach of Profaneſs is caſt upon 
ſome ofour Brethren, I hope it can be meant only of 
thoſe, whoſe Reverend Fathers died too ſoon for emz left 
them Deſtitute and expos d to the World in Poverty 
or hard Proviſion; and ſo deprived them of their Birth- 
right to a pions Education; they could no longer 
hear the Inſtruct ion of their Father, and had forgotten the 
Law of their Mother : Rather Unhappy Orphans, than 
Rebellious Sons. For thoſe of us, who had our Living 
Parents to ſee us brought up their own way, in the 
Fear of God, and under the Rules of his Law: Thoſe 
of us muſt needs find our ſelves wifer to Salvation, 
becauſe like the good Timothy, we were acquainted 
with the Scriptures from a Child; and were faſhioned 

like Obadiah, to fear the Lord from our Touth. 
« Secondly. Our being born of Religious Parents will 
< infer a Diſpoſition in us to imitate the good Exam- 
ple of our Parents. | | 42208 
By Experience, I hope, we know, that the Miniſters 
bet. f. 3. Of Chriſt are Men of exemplary Lives, being Exam- 
im. 3-17-ples to their Flock, and every one a Pattern of good 
Works, even a Man of God Perfect, throughly furmſhed 
unto all good Works, And again an Era of the 
im. 4. 12. Belnevers in Word, in Converſation, in Charity, in Spirit, 
in Faith, in Purity. Their Office is Holy and all the 
characters upon it muſt be Holineſs to the Lord. We know 
the Reverence due to them is founded upon this Me- 
rit of their Perſon, as well as upon that Dignity of 
UN their

their Order; when they are to be eſteem d very highly 


in Love, it will be in the moſt Natural Senſe for their 
Works ſake. It is an applicable Rule and moſt eaſy 


Leſſon to the People, Heb. 13. 7. Remember them which 


have the Rule over you, who have ſpoken to you the word 


of God, whoſe Faith follow, conſidering the End of their 


converſation. 
But how do we prove there was any good Exam: 
le.in the Families, to which we ow our Birth and firſt 
breeding, unleſs we Feel, unleſs we ſhew forth and 
make Others fee/, the Influence of it > Did the Exam- 
ple of our Fathers extend unto their whole Cure, and 
yet not unto their own Houſe? Did they feed their 
ſeveral Flocks, and forget the Lambs of their more 


peculiar Fold? Of all Graces and Vertues it is Piety 


begins at Home. There is no Man can be much a Hy- 
pocrite within doors. If our Fathers were at all wor- 
thy to ſerve at the Altar, they were fit to Rule their 
domeſtick Province, and being ſtrictly Incumbent on 

it, to bring up their Children in the Nurture and Admo- 
nition of the Lord. 1 a. 

If we, my Brethren, grow Profane, We (ell our 
Birthright, or we betray it. A Libertine, an Atheiſt, 
a profligate Sinner; No One will imagine ſuch a 
wretch to have been immediately deſcended from a 
Prieſt of the Living God. No / It ſeems to create a 
Suſpicion: It makes it ſome queſtion, whether ſuch 
are Lawful Sons. - For the true Heir can ſcarce wholly 
degenerate from the undoubted Parent. Or it there 
be no ſtain of Birth, there muſt be an abominable 
Defect of Education. Old Eli's Sons could never have 
been ſuch a Reverſe of their ſacred Father; if Indul- 

ence had not took off the force of Example; if his 
fatal Coldnefs had not let "—_ ſettle into U * 
| an 
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and Rebellious Children. We caſt a hard Reſſection 
on our Fathers Morals, if we are careleſs of our own. 
We confeſs them ill Men, or at leaſt ill Governours; 
if our Behaviour be difagreeable to the Men and thing, 
pertaining anto God. Fre | 

Does not the World believe, that we were conduc- 
ted in the firſt ways of Life by burning and by ſhining 
Lights 2 If our Light be now Darkneſs, hom great is that 
Darkneſs? Nay my Brethren, but let it be made Ma- 
nifeſt; that we ſaw the Example of Sanctity and Habi- 
tual Devotion; For thereunto were our Fathers Sepa- 
tated; and Called by the Holy Ghoſt. The example of 
Gravity and Serious Prudence; For ſuch were the di- 
ſtinguiſhing Marks of their Profeſſion. The example 
of Induſtry and diligent Application to Studies; for 


ſuch was their Genius and their Duty: The example of 


Temperance and Frugality; for how elſe upon a Little 
could they have beftow'd that Education on us, which 
makes us here to be not Aſham'd? Let it appear in us 
that we, ſaw the example of whatever elſe was Praiſe- 
wort hy and of good Report. Let us ſet before our Eyes 
thoſe laudable Examples, and let us repreſent them 
unto Others, by labouring to live up to them. And 
then in this other ſenfe, the glory of us Children will be 
aur Fathers. | | 
 * Thirdly. Our being Born of Religious Parents will 
imply a tenderneſs and care in us to keep up the ho- 
* nourof thatHolyOrder, from which we are deſcended: 
There is by humane Nature a value ſet upon the 
Quality or Condition of Birth : And though it may 
fometimes incline to vanity, yet it does more often 
diſpoſe to an excellent Spirit. Even a modeſt Apoſtle 
could boaſt himſelf of this, that He was Free- Born. 
And it is eſteemed a Privilege of all Chriſtian Bret hren, 
that they are not Children of: the Bond- woman, but of 


the 


8he Free, And farther, it is a Principle of Innate Ho- 
nour to do nothing unworthy of our good Anceſtors ; 


but to borrow luſtre from them, to ſhed back ſome 
luſtre on them, by Imitation and near Reſemblance. 
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A Point of honour and of conſcience, that St. Pay! 


did wiſely infinuate into the well-born Timothy, hen 


I call to remembrance, ſays he, the nnfeiened friith which 
dwelt firſt in thy Grandmother Lois, and thy Mother 
Eunice, and I am perſwaded in thee alſo. Why Perſua- 


died in thee alſo 2 Becauſe a generous Spirit would ſcorn 
todiſparage theReligiousHouſe he came of; He would 


aſſert and maintain his hereditary Title to Piety and 


Virtue. And if this Mind be in us, my Kinſmen and 


Brethren, we ſhall keep up the Dignity of the holy 


Function, by letting our Lives anſwer our Original. 
We ſhall at leaſt dread, we ſhall abhor, to proſtitute 
the Memory of our Forefathers, and to do violence, 


may I ſay, to their ſacred Aſhes. For ſuch Proſtituti- 
on and Violence we {hall be guilty of, if we rebel 
againſt their Character; if being Planted a Noble Vine, 


wholly a Right Seed, We turn into the degenerate Plant Jer. 2. 21. 


of a Strange Vine. | 
Alaſs in a declining World, the Engliſh Clergy 
lie under too many other Diſadvantages! A contempt 


of the Poverty of ſome, an Envy at the moderate 


Plenty of Others, an Irreverence to the higheſt Or- 
ders and Degrees of them ; Theſeare now the ordinary 
Lot and Portion -of the Evangelical Miniſtry. No 
need, that we. Our ſelves ſhould give new occaſions 
of Offence and Scandal. And yet a corrupt and viti- 
ous Offspring will be a more grie vous Load of Oblo- 


quy and Shame. It will ſwell the months of our Ad- 


verſaries, and make them blaſphemre holy Things and 
Men. Vile Hophni and Phinehas by their Riot and 
C 2 Lewd- 
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 Rnoweth, becauſe his Sq 


Lewdneſs made the Lord's People to tranſgreſs, and to 
abhor the Offering of the Lord, i.e. to deſpiſe the Prieſt- 
hood and Religion it (elf, But we'll hope and endea- 
vour- better things. We'll conſult the honour of that 
Function, and of that High Prieſt the Holy Jeſus. 
We'll take ſound Doctrine and good Life for our lawful 
Inheritance, that they who are on the contrary part may 
be aſhamed, having no Evil thing'ts ſay of us, nor of the 
Profeſſion to which we are Relatec. 

And now let us laſtly conſider, That our being 
% Born of Religious Parents, if our own Sins do not 
„ hinder, will entitle us to that peculiar Bleſſing, which 
“God has entail'd upon the Children of Holy Parents. 

That Curſes and Bleſſings are inheritable, and mark 
out the Bounds of ſeveral Houſes, we find and confeſs 
in daily Obſervation. Hence we call th Family for- 
tunate, and that unlucky. But Chance could never 
make ſuch regular Diſtinctions. It is God above, who 
here vito the Sins of the Fathers upon the Children, and 
there ſhews Mercy unto thouſands. | | 

The Equity of puniſhing. and rewarding Parents, in 
the temporal Miſery or Felicity of their Children ; this 
common Equity of Heaven ſeems a more eſpecial Debt 
to thePrieſtly Office; becauſe thoſe who are ſet apart to 
that Office, are to be more ſingular Paterns of Religious 
Oeconomy, and have a more ſevere Account to give for 
any ill Diſcipline in their own Houſe. Therefore when 
God threatens the Judgment upon old Eli, He gives the 
expreſs Reaſon for it, A Family not govern'd, diſſolute 
and impious Sons; 1 Sam. 3. 13. For [have told him, that 
Iwill judge his Houſe for ever, for the Iniquity which he 

| ant made themſelves vile, and He 
reſtrain'd them not. "1 


It is very Juſt for theſe Acts of Providence to be as 
| viſible

the Sons of the Clergy. 
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Tiible in the Chriſtian Church and Miniſtry. When 


our great Maſter did diſtinguiſh upon the Receiving 4 S. Mar. 10 


Prophet's Reward, He might mean it of temporal Com- 
forts, as well as of Eternal Glory : and He might in- 
clude the greateſt Temporal Comfort, the Bleſſing of 
good and happy Children. When God promis'd to 
ſhew Mercy unto Thouſands in them that love Him z 
What a ſure Title have they unto this Promiſe, who 
have approved their Love by their Saviour's Teſt of it, 
by feeding his Sheep and his Lambs ? 

But to prove a Bleſſing of God in ſtore for the 
Seed of the Faithful Miniſters of Chriſt; I wave other 


Arguments, I appeal to the Evidence of this Aſſem- 


bly. Without the ſingular Bleſſing of God, how 
could ye here make this Decent, this honourable Ap- 
earance ? Are we ſupported with Eſtates obtained 
bY our Fathers? Not One perhaps of All of Us. 
Alas ! the Clergy are, of all Profeſſions whatſoever, 
leaſt capable to raiſe Families, or to tranſmit For- 
tunes to Poſterity. It were happy, if they could 
All allow a competent Maintenance while they live; 
this might excuſe the want of a plentiful Remembrance 
when ey die. Were we bred up in the way of our 
Fathers, and ſo had the Advantage of their Experi- 
ence, Stock, and Intereſt in the World, to perſue the 
Methods of Gain prepared for Us? This indeed in 
other Myſteries of Trade and Buſineſs has been the 
great Benefit of Sons, to tread ſafely in their Father's 
teps : But This was none of our Advantage. Few 
of us, in compariſon very Few, are bred to the ſame 
Holy Function. And thoſe of Us who are fo bred, 
enjoy little or nothing of our Fathers, but the bare 
Function. Yes; We enjoy their Prayers and their Bene- 
ditions, and it is for the ſake of Them, that our Pla-

ces and Stations are altogether the Providence of God, 
and the Goodneſs of God. | 

It is to that good Providence we owe the Honour 
done unto the Clergy by the eminent Figure and Cha- 
racter of the Sons deſcended from em.

H I'S ſaid late Majeſty having taken notice, That 
divers Charitable Perſons had appear'd very 
forward in Contributing to the Relief of ſach of the 
Widows and Children of Loyal and Orthodox Clergy- 
men as were Poor, and of the good Effect the ſame had; 
and taking into His Princely Confideration, the Great 
Sufferings of many of the —_— in England for their 
Loyalty; was graciouſly pleas'd by His CHARTER, 
under the Great Seal of Exgland, to Ordain, Conſti- 
tute, and Grant, That the Perſons therein nam'd, and 
their Succeſſors, (to be Elected as is therein expreſs d) 
Be one Body Politick and Cozpozate, by rhe Name of, 
The Governozs of the Charity fo; Relief of ]Pooz. Cui 
dows and Childꝛen of Clergy men: And that by.the 
ſame Name they ſhould have perpetual Succeſſion,
